I, Edward J. Kuebert, state that I am one of the named Applicants of the above- 
identified application and am one of the co-inventors of the subject matter described 
and claimed therein. Prior to September 28, 2000, Scott R. Bombaugh, William J. 
Dowling and I had completed in this country the invention as described and claimed in 
the above-identified application as evidenced by the following: 

1 . Prior to September 28, 2000, we conceived the invention of this patent 
application. This is evidenced by at least the laboratory pages from my 
notebook, dated prior to September 28, 2000, attached as Exhibit A. 

2. Prior to September 28, 2000, we described the invention to the in-house 
patent counsel at our employer, United States Postal Service ("USPS"). 
On a date prior to September 28, 2000, Ms. Linda Paine-Powell, who was 
an USPS in-house counsel, requested that attorneys at Finnegan, 
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Henderson, Farabow, Garrett & Dunner, L.L.P. ("FHFGD"), prepare this 
patent application. The e-mail from Ms. Linda Paine-Powell dated prior to 
September 28, 2000, is provided as Exhibit B. 

3. On or before September 1 , 2000, we met with attorneys from FHFGD 
including William J. Brogan, Esq., to discuss details of the patent 
application. The meeting transcript and the provisional application cover 
sheet created for this application are shown in two screen shots of 

Mr. Brogan's network directories attached in Exhibit C. As shown in 
Exhibit C, the transcript and the provisional application cover sheet 
documents both bear a date of September 1, 2000. 

4. For the period of September 27, 2000 through October 1 3, 2000, the 
attorneys prepared the patent application. The billing records of William J. 
Brogan, Esq. for the period of September 27, 2000 through October 13, 
2000 are provided in Exhibit D. 

5. The provisional U.S. Application No. 60/239,926, entitled "Flexible Parcel 
Delivery System and Method" was filed on October 13, 2000. The filing 
receipt is provided in Exhibit E. 

6. This patent application claims the priority of U.S. Application 
No. 60/239,926. 

I declare further that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and 
further, that the statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements

On a fast track, using funding provided by Pete Jacobson, USPS 
attorneys are meeting with USPS employees to "capture" their 
inventive ideas into provisional patent applications. This is a 
significant step towards protecting USPS ideas, but one that should 
not hinder the progress of business or operations. 

The focus is e-commerce and any systems that support, connect with, 
or use e-commerce services. 

A provisional patent application is akin to a draft application. It 
must disclose the inventive idea and its reduction to practice, but 
does not need a formal specification and claims. Thus, it is quick to 
prepare and file. 

Our process for capturing inventive ideas into provisional #£D&C7$«$Z 
applications uses a minimum of the employee's time-usually just two 
meetings with the attorney and review of the completed provisional 
application.

With a provisional application on file, your staff can disclose the 
idea outside of USPS, if needed, knowing that the protection is in 
place. (If the idea is particularly valuable, it would be prudent to 
consider entering into an NDA,in addition to relying upon the 
provisional.) 

USPS will have a year after the provisional applications are filed to 
formalize them into non-provisional/standard patent applications. 

To meet our goal of filing the provisionals before the Postal Forum, we 
need to meet with your staff this week, if possible, or if not, then 
next week. 

Unless we hear to the contrary from you, we plan to get the process 
started by contacting individuals on your staff that we have met 
with previously on other patent matters, such as Ed Kuebert and 
Larry Elyea. Please let us know who else we should contact and 
whether you would like a meeting with us about this.
